Rubber powder is obtained by that spherical fine particles 
are formed from the additional crosslinking type composition by the 
specific process such as emulsion and spray- dry before crosslinking 
and then the spherical fine particles are cross -linked by the same 
shape. Rubber powder is available for the modification of rubber 
or resins mainly because of the rubber resilience and spherical 
properties of rubber powder- The physical properties of rubber 
powder may be adjusted by varying particle diameter or crosslinking 
density .
